1 . CONGRESSMAN DERWINSKI REQUESTS THAT YOU RELAY TO DR. 

1. AIT. A TAKLA HIS RESPONSE TO HER REQUEST FOR SUPPORT ON 
THE EGYPTIAN AGENDA ITEM ON SELF-DETERMINATION FOR 
PALESTINIANS. AFTER TALKING WITH CONGRESSMAN HAMILTON, 
DERWINSKI SAID THAT THE AMERICAN DELEGATION WOULD NOT 
BE WILLING TO SUPPORT SUCH AN AGENDA ITEM. DERWINSKI 
ADDED HIS RECOMMENDATION THAT THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION NOT 
PURSUE THE ISSUE. HE SAID HE FELT THAT THE EGYPTIANS 

WOULD LOOK BAD IF THEY SEEM TO BE AT ODDS WITH THE U.S. AT 
THIS TIME, AND THIS WILL PLAY INTO THE HANDS OF THE RUS- 
SIANS IN THE INTERPARLIAMENTARY UNION. IF THERE WERE 
SOME WAY, HOWEVER, THAT THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION COULD

2. THE DEPARTMENT IS NOT SUFFICIENTLY FAMILIAR WITH IPU 
PROCEDURES TO KNOW WHETHER IT IS POSSIBLE TO ASSURE THAT 
ASWAN LANGUAGE WOULD SURVIVE SHOULD THE EGYPTIANS MAKE 
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SUCH AN EFFORT. WE DOUBT, HOWEVER, THAT SUCH ASSURANCE 
COULD BE MADE, AND THEREFORE DOUBT THAT LAILA TAKLA CAN 
EXPECT ANY SUPPORT FROM THE U.S. DELEGATION. THE DEPART-

1 . CONGRESSMAN DERWINSKI REQUESTS THAT YOU RELAY TO DR. 
I. ATT, A TAKLA HIS RESPONSE TO HER REQUEST FOR SUPPORT ON 
THE EGYPTIAN AGENDA ITEM ON SELF-DETERMINATION FOR 
PALESTINIANS. AFTER TALKING WITH CONGRESSMAN HAMILTON, 
DERWINSKI SAID THAT THE AMERICAN DELEGATION WOULD NOT 
BE WILLING TO SUPPORT SUCH AN AGENDA ITEM. DERWINSKI 
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ADDED HIS RECOMMENDATION THAT THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION NOT 
PURSUE THE ISSUE. HE SAID HE FELT THAT THE EGYPTIANS 
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WOULD LOOK BAD IF THEY SEEM TO BE AT ODDS WITH THE U.S. AT 
THIS TIME, AND THIS WILL PLAY INTO THE HANDS OF THE RUS- 
SIANS IN THE INTERPARLIAMENTARY UNION. IF THERE WERE 
SOME WAY, HOWEVER, THAT THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION COULD 
ASSURE THAT THE ONLY OUTCOME OF SUCH AN AGENDA ITEM 
WOULD BE THE ASWAN LANGUAGE WHICH THE UNITED STATES HAS 
ALREADY AGREED TO, THE U.S. DELEGATION WOULD SUPPORT IT. 

2. THE DEPARTMENT IS NOT SUFFICIENTLY FAMILIAR WITH IPU 
PROCEDURES TO KNOW WHETHER IT IS POSSIBLE TO ASSURE THAT 
ASWAN LANGUAGE WOULD SURVIVE SHOULD THE EGYPTIANS MAKE 
SUCH AN EFFORT. WE DOUBT, HOWEVER, THAT SUCH ASSURANCE 
COULD BE MADE, AND THEREFORE DOUBT THAT LAILA TAKLA CAN 
EXPECT ANY SUPPORT FROM THE U.S. DELEGATION. THE DEPART- 
MENT FULLY SUPPORTS AMBASSADOR S ADVICE TO DR. TAKLA AND 
CAN SEE NOTHING USEFUL THAT CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED BY DE-
